THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 


Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said Londonderry on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects:: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 

3. To see what kind of gate shall be erected at the en- 
trance of the Hill Cemetery, and make appropriations for 
the same. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$3,000.00 in trust, from the estate of Emma F. Greeley, to 
be known as the “Gilcreast-Greeley Educational Fund’, the 
income to be used for the benefit of the schools of London- 
derry. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$200.00 in trust, the income to be used for the perpetual care 
of the John A. Moore lot (No. 29) in Glenwood Cemetery. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum 
of $200.00 from the estate of Martha J. Boyd, in trust, the 
income to be used for the Perpetual care of the Mason Boyd 
and Daniel M. Boyd lots (No. 73 and 83) in Glenwood Cem- 
eterv. 
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7. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$200.00 in trust, the income to be used for the perpetual care 
of the Samuel F. Campbell lot ( No. B40) in Glenwood Cem- 
etery. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars, any or all the following roads: 

From near the dwelling of Clarence O. Watts north- 
westerly to the road leading from Hall’s Corner to Litchfield. 

From the Griffin land near dwelling of Fred Bocash, 
westerly to the Litchfield line. 

From Tewksbury Crossing over Craig Hill to the 
Derry line. 

The “‘Breakneck Hiil” road northerly from the 
dwelling of William White to the Hudson line. 

The bighway from a point 20 rods southerly of the 
dwelling of William F. Kelley, southerly to the Grape Vine 
Road, so called. 

The Otterson road, so called, from near the dwelling 
of Helen Frichette easterly to the highway passing William 
Eaton’s dwelling. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Australian 
form of ballot for Town Elections. ey 

10. To see if the Town will open and close the Polls 
from 3 P. M. to7 P. M. on Town Election Day. 

11. To see what sum of money is to be paid for hire of 
Town Hall and charge for janitor service. 

(12. To see if the Town will adopt the stagger system 
for unemployment on all road work. 


13. To see if the Town will adopt the Installment, Plan 
for the payment of taxes. . 
14. To see if the Town shall elect a Police Chief.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Londonderry Board of Education: 


The financial report as arranged shows side-by-side a 
three column summary of all expenditures and receipts as 
follows!: 


Column I—Gives the Actual cost of schools for the year 
from July 1, 1931 to June 30, 1932, which is the last com- 
plete year. 


Column II]—Gives the estimated payments and receipts 
for the current year, July 1, 1932 to June 30, 1933, these are 
revised to February 1, 1933. 


Column I/I—Is the budget for next year beginning July 
1, 1933 and ending June 30, 1934. 


It will be seen that expenditures are being decreased 
from $20,019.44 last year to $16,973.50 proposed for next 
year. 

The Tax Levy meanwhile has been lowered from 
$16,300.00 to a probable $14,277.84. These results have not 
occasioned any lowering of the efficiency of the schools but 
they are as close to the minimum as it is safe to go. 


The teachers are all experienced and are cheerfully ac- 
cepting the reductions of salary that are being made. It is 
to be hoped that no changes may be necessary. 


The new school house in No. 8 seems to be serving that 
community not only as a school house but as a community 
center.
